Somo rather Interesting contributions 


to the discussion of tho subject have re- 
cently been made, which are worth read- 
ins:, even If they may not bo subscribed 
to. 
For Instanco, one writer expresses 


Indignation that a man who had married 
sir wives without the formality of di- 
vorce or tho Intervention of death has 
been sent to prison for six years, ona 
year per wife. 
This, he declares. Is an 


outrage. On tho contrary, we are told 
he ought TO have received the highest 
decoration In the land. . 


At any rate, the argument runs, If It 


Is an excess of zeal to marry six wives 
almost at the same time, every man 
aught to be allowed to take at least two. 
In other words, bigamy ought to be legal- 
ized at once. Trijramy may come later ' 
on. 


'Legislators, sociologists, moralists and - 


other old women are always complaining 
about the decadence of marriage, and 
here we have a good citizen offering his 
heart, his hand arfa his name to soverai 
women with the result that he Is paoked 
off to prison, perhaps even to penal servi- 
tude. 


"Meanwhile,., we have quite a number 


of young women, who are condemned to 
ondura the burden of celibacy all their 
lives; while, on the other hand, 'there 
are very many boys, young and old, who 
refuse to take a wife because one wife 
Is either too much or too little. If we 
said to them: 
Tou have the right to 


take two,' perhaps they mlcht make tip 
their minds. 


"After all, It Is entirely my own con- 


cern If my appetite Is sufficient to enable 
me to consume two portions at a. restau- 
rant. If tho flrst of my wives knows in 
advance that there will be a second one, 
and If the second ono Is aware of the 
existence of ,the first, how on earth can 
blgarrtj' be reprobated as Immoral? 


"Such Morrnonlsm would have the hap- 


piest, effects from the point of view "of 
repopulatlon and the public welfare. No 
more matrimonial games of hide-and- 
seek,' no more vaudeville complications."

The dis- 
ease is even more deadly in Ireland, but 
there an active,. campaign, inaugurated, 
by the Countess of Aberdeen, has been 
going on for some years and • conditions 
are improving.

eral interest to Americans than might ap- 
pear when it was flrst set forth is the 
Moschlnl-Davis dtvorcn case, now pend- 
ing In Rome and havinpr an echo In Pails. 


Signora Moschini, who was Miss Lulu 


Davis, an American, "has chosen her coun- 
sel here. This unusual proceeding Is due 
to the fact that her husband, Vittoro 
Moschini of Venice, is a wealthy and in- 
fluential Radical 
deputy 
In the Italian 


parliament and practically has cornered 
the best legal talent available in Italy. 
No fewer than twenty-seven lawyers are 
representing him In the suit for a disso- 
lution of the marriage. 


Signora 
Moschlnl's counsel, 
Maltre 


Delhoumeau of the Paris bar, has Just 
returned from Rome, where he conferred 
with his Italian colleagues. 


He says the result of this case will 


settle once for all two Important points 
of international 
law regarding mixed 
marriages. 


First, It will be decided whether an 


American girl 
marrying an Italian in 


Italy and In aecTc'arice with Italian law 
loses de jure and ue factd all the privi- 
leges of American citizenship. 


Second, whether, in case of some trif- 


ling irregularity In the production of the 
innumerable certificates, documents, etc., 
required by Italian law to prove the girl's 
Identity and establish her "competence 
to marry," the husband has'the right any 
time after the marriage to institute a 
suit for dissolution on the ground tnat, 
the certificates not being: Quite In order, 
the contract was not a valid one. 


From a general point of view this case 


constitutes a grave warning to American 
girls of the dangers they run by hasty 
marriage in a foreign country. 


It Is the opinion of Maltre Delhoumeau 


that this care is ono of conspiracy against 
Miss Davis. 
The ground, on -which, the 


husband is now seeking the dissolution 
of the marriage Is that his wife falsified 
the certificates of identity. 


RED TAPE ASIDE. 


Maltre Delhoumeau says he is In a. po- 


sition to prove that all the papers neces- 
sary for the marriage were provided by 
SIg. Moschini himself, who used his great 
Influence as a ministerial, deputy to rush 
all the formalities through and do away 
with the usual red tare. 


Also, according to the Maltre Delhou- 


meau, When Klgnora Mosclxlnl was served 
with the preliminary writs, in the spring 
o£ 1911, bile found It almost Impossible 
to find in Italy lawyers who cared to take, 
up her case and fight It energetically. 
Those whom she finally rtalned could find 
nothing better to suggest to her than 
that she lea\ e the country and live wher- 
ever she wished on the 1100 a month ali- 
mony which her husband consented to al- 
low her. 


She then came to France, and passed 


the month of June at Trouvllle, after 
which she "was co—.polled to come to 
Paris, for her health, already shaken by 
the trials and anxiety of tho whole af- 
fair, required ssrlous care. 


She found she coutd not draw the all- 


mony_jn Paris, and had recourse to the 
American embassy, only to be told there 
that, having married an Italian, she had 
become an Italian herself, and so could 
not be assisted by the representatives 
of the United Stares. At the Italian em- 
bassy the matter la> dormant for weeks, 
the officials there appearing scarcely en- 
thusiastic to take up a cose against the 
powerful deputy. 


Signora Moschini had to enter a pri- 


vate nursing home at Neullly, where Dr. 
Cuneo, assisted by two well known sur- 
gcona of Parla, operated on h»jr for ap- 
pendicitis.

to pay the doctors' fees and the nursing 
home expenses. 


On leaving the home she lived for a

GREEK ISLAND TALES. 


"Tales of a GreeK Island," by Julia D. 


Dagoumls Is one of the spring books 
brought out by Houghton, Mlfflln & Co. 
They are charming stories, but quite as 
charming is the story told by the au- 
thor herself of her own life In the Islands: 


"I came to Greece as a young girl, and 


since my marriage have lived here con- 
stantly betwen Athens and Poros. 
I 


love both, each In its own way, but I 
think Poros is the dearer to me. It is 
one of the favored 
spots 
not only in 


Greece but in Europe, and I have trav- 
eled in many. 
My life Is a very quiet 


and uneventful one, perhaps more BO In 
Poroa than that of most women nowa- 
days, even of those -who live. In the coun- 
try. 
There are practically no roads ex- 


cept the ono to tho Monastery, so that 
there is no motoring, no driving even, 
possible, and. not much riding except on 
mules or donkeys. 
We walk aiui -we 


climb and we sail—that Is all—but who 
could complain when there aro such Ideal 
walks and such a perfect sea. I cannot 
say I see very much of the peasants In 
their homes—district 
visiting as prac- 


ticed in England Is quite unknown—but 
I listen to tho men when they come to 
our house to consult my husband, or to 
be paid for work done on our property 
which ia on the mainland. 
I listen to 


the -women when they aro packing or- 
anges, or picking raisins or weeding, or 
gathering lemons, and I hear much of 
their lives and their thoughts and say- 
Ings. Thi first thing that made me think 
of writing about them was the account of 
his son's death which an old donkey- 
man gave to my husband. 


"This was the origin of 'Barbara Sta- 
hl,' and the others which were tmagln- 
ry grew out of this first real story. Most 
of my stories havo been written In Poros 
on the spot, and I generally try to re- 
visit or walk along every place I want 
to describe, and to be very careful about 
getting' the epoch with _all its products 
correct, as I hav* so often been amused 
with

CHICAGO. April 6.—Heralded by fitful 


squalls and showers, the first storm of 
the month made Its appearance this aft- 
ernoon as a near-tornado, accompanied 
by thunder and lightning and a terrific 
downpour of rain that resembled a cloud- 
burst. 


One large building was- struck by light- 


ning and nearly destroyed by firs, scores 
of other buildings were partly unroofed; 
the Belmont-avetsue bridge over the north 
branch of the Chicago river was picked 
up and hurled Into the river; at Nlies 
Center, near Evanston, eighteen persons 
were injured when four large greenhouses 
ana several residences were wrecked. 


Signs, windows and awnings in th« loop 


district were torn from their fastenings 
and smashtd; pedestrians wero hurled 
from sidewalks into the steet; waggons 
wero overturned, and in general the storm 
king played havoc. 


Two street car tracks, the paths of 


heavily-loaded street cars, extend across 
the Belmont-avenus bridge, and only 
good fortune prevented one or two cars 
being on tho bridge when it was flung 
Into the-river.

Out at the -western end of the city the 


lightning vied -with the wind In doing the 
most damage. At 4420-22 West. Madison 
street, the stables and relay station of 
tha Boston store, wara struck; by light- 
ning, five persons were stunned and 
damage to tha extent of J12.000 resulted 
from fire and water. 


When the storm struck Niles Center, It 


came with the suddenness and severity 
of a. cyclone. S. H. Jennetlne, owner of 
several greenhouses, was working In, one 
of them when the storm broke. In an 
Instant'he was the/center of a. -whirling 
moss1 of. timbers and: broken-gloss as the 
grsennbiises " started , skyward. Michael, 
John and Nicholas Jenuetlne, his sons, 
and- .Gebrgo . Smith, ,:an : employe, were 
struck-by. flying timbers, and glass. 


John Kiel; a neighbor of Jennetlne, fled

"There are some well-meaning peo- 
ple saying that we have not furnished 
reasons for not re-electing Mr. Bua- 
ker. I think we have. If we hove not 
-then Mr. Bunker and his friends have 
certainly done so since the time they 
surprised us by packing tho .school 
board rooms.

The legal work of these worthies is likely to cost 


San Francisco taxpayers ten millions of dollars. 


That criticism of this conduct has borne fruit is 


shown by the rapidity and directness with which the 
city attorney's office commenced the condemnation 
suits for the city hall and civic center. That was an 
exhibition of "ginger" that the city liked/ If Mayor 
Rolph can keep up that pace he may be mayor, with- 
out asking, for twenty years. 
Civil Service and Municipal Ownership 


The demand for municipal-ownership is 
causing 


thoughtful men to investigate rather closely the work- 
ings of civil service. 


The experience in Chicago, where it was tried ex- 


tensively, raised the expense of government so much 
that there was a general demand for its abolition, 
which resulted in a compromise, by which the service 
was very much changed and modified, the power of 
'dismissal being extended so.as to insure diligence of 
subordinate employes. 


Unless that can be done in San Francisco, munici- 


pal ownership will be almost twice as costly "as private 
ownership. 


An example is offered by the tax collector's office: 


Bush, the present tax collector, and incumbent of the 
office for several years past, is admittedly a good of- 
ficial ; but his subordinates are strictly civil service 
and virtually, independent of his authority. 
' ' .The result is that the amount of labor.they give to 
the taxpayer is principally measured "by themselves 
and their own disposition to work. , 


A comparison.of'the cost of the tax collecting serv- 


ice with that of the several offices which up to/this 
time have not been civil service—for example, the as- 
sessor's and county clerk's offices—shows the tax col- 
lector's office vastly greater. 


It is estimated that the Spring Valley Water Com- 


pany, which conducts a great deal larger collection 
system than that of the tax collector's office, effects 
the work for fifty per cent of the cost. 


One instance of how this civil service works may 


be seen in E.' R. "Zion, one of its deputies and a 
^chronic agitator, who finds time either day or night 
'to -attend, meetings for any purpose other than 
the 


business of the tax office, whose'services can be ob- 
tained for meddling with 'anybody's business or any 
form of socialism. 


A suggestion has come from some sources, why 


should' not the charter be amended, so that men like 
Zion will be required, for the large salaries received, 
to give large services to the city or be discharged by 
the head of the office in the interest of public work 
and general economy?

, The determination" of the administration to remove 
Warden Reilly of Folsom again brings up the subject 
of Tom Finn, now senator, ex-sheriff and ex-Schmitz 
deputy sheriff, ex-Schmitz supervisor and ex-Schmitz 
fire commissioner.

to be used, commented last evening on the suit of Dr, 
Walter H. Fearn of Lakeport_ against Milas Gopcevic 
for $6480 for medical services rendered Peter Gopce- 
vie, Milas' brother, for twenty-nine days at Milas' 
palatial' country home in Lake county. 


"As no capital operation, or operations, were per- 


formed and as there were no extraordinary conditions 
to handle," -remarked the doctor, "I fail to see where 
such a bill is either according to medical ethics or the 
law. I know of no single physician in either San 
Francisco or Los Angeles, the two largest cities on 
the coast, who ever made in one month for a case of 
ordinary treatment what Dr. Fearn 
is asking of 


Gopcevic. I am reputed to be making $70,000 a year. 
I am not. I have made as high as $5000 a month for 
a year. That is high water for me in the way of one 
year's fees. I think there are two doctors in Los An- 
geles who each make $60,000 a year. Probably there 
are seven in San Francisco who do equally as well and 
four in Seattle. But in these cases many operations 
take place in the twelve months. In addition, these 
doctors meet many difficult and hard cases. 
Then 


these large practices I speak of involve the most 
strenuous kind of work day and night. I have got to 
a position where I can choose many of my cases. I 
am content to make less and have more time to my- 
self tnd family. Yes, it is true that in the medical 
profession the few get the large fees while the many 


eke out only a fair living. I gueSs this condition of 
affairs is true in all the professions, but particularly 
so in the law and medicine."

I! 
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This Practice Should End. 


Many extraordinary practices grow up as makeshifts in legal 


procedure and in time gain all the respect paid to the law itself. 
Occasionally one of these is placed under the fire of destructive 
criticism and it is found to have neither honorable precedent nor 
practical worth. 


Among these may perhaps be placed in a few days the custom 


of many police judges in the State in withholding commitments to 
prison after sentencing defendants for petty offenses. The matter 
is now before the Supreme Court for decision in the case of an 
Oakland man, the procedure under appeal having been taken in an 
Oakland court. 


In the past it has been a custom to place a man upon probation 


in a more or less haphazard manner by withholding the commitment 
after sentencing him. The fear of sudden imprisonment is then held 1 
over him as a means of grace and a deterrent from further misdoing 


A man is convicted or pleads guilty to some minor offense. The 


judge sentences him to six months in the city prison. To show 
clemency, the court then addresses a general warning to the culprit 
in these words: 


"You are sentenced to serve six months a^ hard labor. But I am 


going to withhold theteommitrnent, and you will be released at this 
time. This means that you will be free to leave the city. Or you 
may remain in the city on good behavior. But the moment you fall 
from the standard of right citizenship you will be arrested. This 
commitment will be placed in the hands of the police. If you are 
again arrested it will be turned over to me and I shall sign it and 
your sentence to the city prison on the present charge will commence. 
iYou may now go." 


In delivering an obiter dictum concerning the practice of with- 


holding commitment under this method the judge in the case now 
pending pointed to the fact that this method places in the hands of 
the police a weapon which they are not slow to use. The judicial 
function of the court is removed from its rightful place and confer- 
red upon the police, as it rests with the uniformed officers of the 
law to say whether the defendant shall be arrested or not, and 
whether he shall be cast into prison. 


The defendant, when arrested at the whim of some policeman, be- 


gins to serve sentence, ostensibly for the past offense, but in reality 
ior the real or supposed offense for which hels arrested in the sec- 
ond instance. The function of the court is thus exercised by the 
police. 


It is doubtful -whether any precedents can be discovered for this 


practice. Its intent was and is a good one, but in its operation it 
opens the door to abuses that should not be tolerated. It is doubtful 
•whether in practice it ever accomplished actual amelioration except- 
ing in a very few instances.

Death's Toll Among Aviators. 


A safe and sane policy for,aviators,,consistent viith a proper de- 


velopment of their art toward eventual passeBgesrcarrying, is difficult 
to instil. Sensationalism, rather than sanity and caution, is a phase 
of aviation which appeals to the populace, and the birdman who 
does not produce thrills at the present stage of air conquest is a poor 
card. The spectators at the average aviation meet regard the aero- 
plane and similar craft as playthings and the two hours of play are 
not infrequently interrupted by Death. 


Dips and double S's in the air are^being discouraged by Wright 


brothers and by Glenn Curtiss, who realize,that dreadful loss of 
life^is not a necessary part of development in the direction of useful 
aerial navigation. These pioneers in aviation are winning converts 
among the airmen, but there are scores of air-travelers who are yet 
to be convinced that hair-raising stunts, often resulting in tragedy, 
need not continue for the making of an aviation holiday. 


Aviator Rodgers, who was killed on the beach near Los Angeles 


recently, was the fourth birdman to give up his life in that vicinity. 
Providence intervened at the meet held in Oakland recently, and 
the apectators enjoyed death-inviting feats without the usual gloom. 
There was an accident, however, which showed that little sepa- 
rated it from tragedy. 


The aviator now caters to that side of man's nature which is sat- 


isfied by the bullfighter. The conqueror of 'the air, who is to revo- 
lutionize transportation and perhaps prove a civilizer, deserves a 
tetter attitude on the part of modern, science-delving man.

Protection of the Forests. 


Protection against fire for sixteen million acres of land in Cali- 


fornia, Oregon, Washington, Idaho and Montana will be afforded 
this season under the direction of the Western, Forestry and Con- 
servation Association, which, with its allied organizations, ex- 
pended $970,000 for this work in 1910 and 1911. 
The land, which 


is .to be systematically patroled, contains more than 400,000,000,000 
feet of standing timber. The association has decided to enlist the 
five States in forest protection, each to take steps to secure a por- 
tion of the Federal appropriation made possible by the Weeks law, 
which gives the government $200,000 to distribute over a period of 
three years in the work of timber conservation. 
The maximum 


amount for each State is $10,000 a year, provided the .State itself 
expends an equal or larger amount of its own funds for fire-fighting 
purposes. 
,; 
, 


But even with a large patrol force, individual care will be neces- 


sary to prevent a repetition of the disastrous fires which, every year, 
have swept portions of the Pacific Coast's valuable timber region. 
It is natural that man should be careless in the use of fire where its 
danger is not seen. Many of the great forest conflagrations have 
started through the thoughtlessness of campers, and a campaign of 
education in timber protection is as necessary as widespread 
patroling. 


That Californians love art and music for art's sake is a boast 


A sort of "we are not 
like other men" in this respect spirit has pervaded us when it has 
been asserted by foreigners that Americans worship money and 
name instead of true artistry.

"I agree most heartily that the govern- 
ment should actively co-operate •Kith the 
states In construction and maintenance 
of public highways.". Illinois

»ome Questions and Answers 


(By Mrs. Ellen Jacquo, 1M9 High St, Oakland) 


Q—One of my fine hens ha? juot died from what must havo been some form of Indigestion. She 


would almost constantly twist her neck as If trying to dislodge something in her throat, and before 
she died her crop became very large and hard. Is there anything which can be done for nuch troubles? 


A—Your hen was suffering from an impacted crop and it ia easily cured if treatment is begun be- 


fore inflammation sets in. One remedy is to fill the crop with warm water in which some baking soda 
has been dissolved, knead the crop very gently, then hold the bird's head down and carefully force 
the contents out at the month. But as this treatment is not often successful and an operation has to 
be performed later, we save time, pain and often the patient's life by operating at first. Remove the 
feathers from over the crop and with a sharp knife make an opening three-fourths of an inch long in 
the skin over the upper part of the crop, and another in the crop itself, but a little to one side of the 
first opening. Remove the contents of the crop with the finger, or any blunt instrument, and wash out 
thoroughly with warm water to which has been added enough Kreso (or some such disinfectant) to 
make the water slightly milky, then take three stitches in the crop, tying the thread at each stitch and 
leaving the long ends hanging out between the three stitches to be taken in the skin. Don't sew the 
—ip walls and the skin together. Place the bird on straw in a clean, sunshiny coop and give no food 
for twenty-four hours, then feed soft, nourishing food, such as bread soaked in new milk. Continue 
this for a week when the stitches may be clipped and carefully pulled out and the bird placed back in 
her usual quarters. This operation is very simple and we arc sure that it is less painful than trying 
to force large masses of indigestible stuff through the fowl's mouth. The cause of the condition known 
as'"crop bound" is feeding long grass, and'making the poultry yard a dumping ground for the refuse 
from the kitchen. Fowls are so foi»d of meat they will swallow anything with a meat flavor, such as 
bacon rinds, long pieces of gristle, etc., and the only way _to secure freedom from this trouble is to 
make sure that no food longer than an inch is given the birds and that no rubbish, such as the greasy 
cord from ham or bacon, is thrown in their yards.
